Sometimes during the frenzy of disputes about 
ideologies, a listener gets fed up with theorising 
and wants to know if the treories work. He is, of 
course, ruled out of order for asking an impertin 
ant question. 
This seems to be an era of theories. The affairs 
of men have been turned ovet; to people with plans 
Whether or not the plans are practical is a moot 
question-kept moot by the planners, who have no 
way of knowing. 
The 20th century has had its Mussolini*, Ltn 
nins, Kerenskys, Hitlers, Stalins and, in this coun 
try. that curious array of diversified planners who 
called themselves new dealers and now call them­ 
selves something else. 
And in Great Britain there came to the fore in 
19 45 a group known as the Labor party. This 
group’s experience is of special interest, because 
it has been putting into effect a plan for evolution­ 
ary socialism. No one else has tried that, 
Next year, the British Lsbor government must 
face a showdown In a national election. Its theor­ 
ies will be judged at the polls—or rather the work­ 
ability of its theories. The Labor party is no long­ 
er enjoying the advantage of second-guessing some 
other party's policies. Its own policies are on trial 
now. 
Thte test of any political party, once it wins re­ 
sponsibility, is what kind of government it pro­ 
vides; i. e., whether or not its theories work. Po­ 
litical parties exist for only one legitimate pur­ 
pose—to make policies and administer govern­ 
ment. Wherever they split into fragments and ex­ 
ist only to heckle the government, they have lost 
their legitimate function. 
The British Labor party is holding its annual 
congress this week, the last one it will hold before 
the election in 19 50. The British people are weigh­ 
ing it in the balance. Observers believe that for 
the first time since 19 45 the Laboritee are on the 
defensive. Their theories were one thing. Their 
practices are another thing. 
Even in an ara of 
theories, theorists must get down to the practical 
level if they are given a chance to try their theor­ 
ies.

Th# de­ 
cision of the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals uphold­ 
ing the contempt of court conviction of Mr. Lewis 
and his union last year may add another $1,420,000 
to the fines previously paid for failure to carry out 
court orders. But no one who has given the mat­ 
ter a second thought can feel sorry for the miners 
end their boss. 
Obedience to the courts in situations like this 
one has nothing to do with the issues between 
management and labor. It is concerned only with 
maintenance of an orderly society based on the 
sanctity of law and the dignity and pretige of the 
courts. 
Without these, the United State« would 
have been either a police state or a lawless country 
in a perpetual state of anarchy. 
The deplorable thing is that Mr. Lewis and hi* 
union have chosen on several occasion* to express 
open contempt for the courts. That la always 
dangerous. 
Either the courts must then demoiv 
strate their power, which they should never be 
forced to do. or yield to those who have challenged 
them. While it's doubtful that $1,420.000 in fines 
will change the attitude of John L. Lewis, it as­ 
sures the rest of us he is not above the law, or be­ 
yond it, where he sometimes seems to think he is.

ACCIDENTS to the ears occur 
rather frequently and here, as in 
other accidents, proper treatment 
may do much to ward off per­ 
manent damage and to prevent 
complications. 
One of the most common effects 
of injury to the ear ii bleeding 
into the external ear, with the* 
formation of a blood clot in the 
tissues. When this occurs, there 
is a smooth, tender swelling 
which obliterates the normal out­ 
line of the ear. The akin over the 
swelling becomes darker in cobc 
and there may be some throbbing 
and discomfort. This condition 
does not cause any disability, but, 
if not treated, the ear becomes 
thick and unsightly. This is com­ 
monly known as a cauliflower 
ear. 
Pressure on Tissues 
It ia suggested that, if the mate­ 
rial under the skin is fluid, it may 
be withdrawn by using a syringe 
and needle. Unfortunately, the 
fluid reforms and, to bring about 
a cure, it must be sucked out 
dally for a week or more. Put 
ting pressure on the tissues with 
a dressing after the fluid is with 
drawn may keep the blood clot 
from re-forming. 
The pressure may be applied in 
various ways. A plaster cast may 
be used for a large swelling. A 
more easily applied dressing is 
one made up of a pad of cotton 
which is firmly bandaged against 
the side of the head. This is re 
placed after three days, at which 
time the fluid which has accumu­ 
lated within the tissues is with­ 
drawn. 
If these methods of treatment 
•re not satisfactory, it may be 
necessary to cut the skin ana 
drain the flutd. 
* 
Should Be Treated 
Cuts and wounds of the ears 


treated, as are any other wounds, 
by getting rid of any damaged 
tissues and sewing up the cut, 
Care must be taken not to put 
the stitch« » through the cartilage 
of the ears because infections 
may cause damage to the carti­ 
lage, and deformity. It Is advis­ 
able to give some substance, such 
as penicillin or the sulfonamide 
drugs to keep these infections 
from developing. 
It is also important to exam­ 
ine the external ear canal t> 
make sure that

if untreated, scar tissue may form 
in healing which may block the 
ear canal.
